“Prom the mainland to Key West— 
a distance of some 122 miles—bnat 
slips, fishing lodges, hotel rooms, 
apartments and homes are being 
rushed for what many predict will 
be the best season the Keys have 
had since Henry M.- Flagler built 
his railroad through here in 1905- 
1912. 
The railroad is gone now—wash- 
ed away by the Labor Day hurri- 
cane of 1935 that killed more than 
500 persons and caused property 
damage estimated at $6,000,000—but 
the fine overseas highway has taken 
its place and more people live on 
the Keys now than ever before. 
New settlers are coming in all the 
time. Some were stationed at Miami, 
Key West or along the Keys during 
the war, liked it and stayed. Others 
came for the fishing and returned 
to make their homes. Former pre- 
sident Herbert Hoover comes from 
his California home each winter for 
a month or six weeks of fishing. 


On Jewfish Key, about midway 
hetween Key West and Miami, the 
Greyhound Bus corporation has 
spent $100,000 in building the first 
|post house in the south. Recently 
opened, it provides the only rest 
stop in the 160-mile run between 
the two cities. 

When completed it will tnclude 
20 hotel rooms, a swimming pool, 
boat docks and other facilities for 
travellers. It is only a sampie of 
what is going on al] along the Keys. 

On Key Vaca, 48 miles north of 
Key West, for example, the south- 
ern Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
Co,, is putting fina] touches on a 
modern hurricane-proof building to 
house a telephone exchange. 

A school building, also hurricane. 
proof, is beginning its second term, 
Money has aready been raised to 
build a community church. 

Housing accommodations that 
will more than double the com- 
|munity’s 500 population have al- 
jready been completed or are now 
under way. 

Some bulldings are of conerete 
block or stone but others are frame, 
A few “old timers” remember the 
1935 hurricane but they're looking 
ahead, not back. And they’re not 
worried. 

“The hurricane? Oh well,” they 
say, philosophically, “if it comes, 
we'll batten down and ride it out, 
or maybe we'll get out if it looks 
too bad.” 


Moose Jaw Man

Then, 
using a system of combinations he 
has worked out, he tediously turns 
the knob until the lock opens, 
Sometimes it takes 20 minutes— 
sometimes 30 hours. 


One of his most interesting jobs 
was opening a Moose Jaw police 
department vault that had been 
locked for years. He was sworn in 
as a special constable before he 
did it. 

The meanest safe he ever opened 
took only two tries—then the door 
fell off.
